Cyrus F. Noygs. Prudential Committee 


- The school in this district was taught by Miss Mary E Spollett, 
in two terms of 10 and 14-8 weeks respectively. Wages paid per 
month $24. Whole number of pupils attending first term, 15; sec- 
ond term, 14; average daily attendance, first term, 13.6; second 
term, 11. All attended to reading and spelling, 8 to penmanship, 
7 to arithmetic, 4 to geography, 3 to grammar, 5 to composition. 
Number of visits by parents and citizens, 36 The first term of this 
school was very good. order fair, as well as I could judge when I 


visited it, and the scholars made very good progress. The second 


term opened well, aud I expected like results, but on account of sick- 
ness | was not able to be present at the close of the term. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Samcgey P. Foote, Prudential Committee. 


_ This school was taught by Miss Mary L. Thomas in two terms of 
11 and 13 1-2 weeks respectively. Whole number of pupils attend- 
ing first term, 11; second term, 12; average daily attendance, !1 for 
both terms. All attended to reading and spelling, 10 to penman- 
ship, 10 to arithmetic, seven to geography, 3 to grammar, 3 to com- 
position, 1 to book-keeping. Number of visits by parents and citi- 
zens, 26. Wages paid the teacher $24 per month. 

This is Miss Thomas’ second year in this school, and 1 will say, 
of a truth, this was a good school The order was excellent, the schol- 
ars answered prompily, evidently understanding what they had been

DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Cuartes Fernatp, Prudential Committee. 


The school in this district was taught by Miss Mary E. Stevens in 


two terms of 11 and 9.8 weeks. Whole number of pupils attending 


first term, 16; second term, nineteen; average daily attendance, first 


term, 12; second term, 18. All attended to reading and spelling, 19 
to penmanship, seventeen to arithmetic, 12 to geography, 5 to gram- 
mar, 3 to history, 14 to composition, 19 to vocal music, 4 to algebra. 
Number of visits by parents and citizens, 69. Wages paid teacher 
per month, $28. 

Miss Stevens is an experienced teacher, well qualified to fill any 
position in our schools, consequently a great deal was expected of 
her, and I can safely say, Ido not think any one has been disap- 
pointed. The scholars have been very quiet and studious, and have 
made as good progress as could be desired. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
Anprew McKennon, Prudential Committee. 


The school in this district was taught by Miss Charlotte A. 
Churchill, in two terms of 11 and 13 weeks. Whole number of pupils 
first term, 10; second term, 7; average daily attendance, 7 for both 
terms. All attended to reading and spelling, 6 to penmanship 6 
to arithmetic, 4 to geography, 4 to grammar, one to history, 4 to com- 
position, 8 to vocal music,-one to physiology, onetoalgebra. Num- 
ber of visits by parents and citizens, 22. Wages paid per month to 
teacher, $24. 

The Committee in this district was fortunate in procuring an expe- 
rienced teacher. The school has always appeared well, order good, 
scholars studious, answers prompt,evidently understanding what they 
were doing. I wish this teacher could have had thirty scholars to 
drill, instead of seven or eight; she would have made a better show- 


ing. 
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DISTRICT No. 5. 
Joun Hatt, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught by Miss Mary E, Tabor in three terms of 
Bee! 9, 10 and 7 weeks, respectively. Whole number of pupils attending 
first and second terms, 7; third term, 5; average daily attendance, 
first term 6 5.10; second term, 5; third term, 45.10.

I would recommend a half hour, at least, each day to be 
devoted to singing.
